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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: While it is known in the art to provide a skimmer body having an interior, an 
upper portion, and a lower portion, the lower portion having at least one discharge 
opening, a submersible pump external to said skimmer body interior and positionable 
to be directly connected to said lower portion thereof said submersible pump having at 
least an intake orifice and a discharge orifice, said intake orifice being in fluid 
communication with said discharge aperture of said skimmer body and in fluid 
communication with said interior of said skimmer body, said submersible pump at least 
for removing water from said skimmer body interior via said discharge aperture, and, a 
porous filter positionable to be within said skimmer body interior for receiving and 
filtering water drawn into said interior of said skimmer by said submersible pump (see, 
for example, US Pat No 5,133,854 to Horvath), and it is known in the art to provide an 
intake aperture in the upper portion of a skimmer body upper portion (see US Pat No 
2,900,079 to Pace), in the examiner's opinion, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest 
combining elements known from the prior art of record to arrive at the instant invention. 
Further, it is noted that if one were to place an intake aperture on the upper portion of 
the skimmer body of Horvath, water would undesirably by pass the filter. 
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Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. References are cited of interest to show the state of the art.
